“We are nat going to Mbandaka.

The UN has warned that its 
23-nember investigation team lıas 
waited in Kinshasa for a montlı for 
pernıission to travel to an estinated 
100 massacre sites, mainly in east- 
ern Congo, reinforcing charges tliat 
the governmenl ix buying time {o 
destroy the eviclence. 

UN officials say that unless per- 
mission is granled swiflly, {he entire 
mission is likely to pull out. “It's in 
peril, it's in danger," Mr Diaz said.

RITONS, slervuiyped as the 
worst cooka iı Europe, are 
also the laziest, according to a 
NOP survey published this 
week, writes Jamie Wilson.

N OMINOUS pattern is 
emerging around Willian 

Hague. It cloes not have a 
great deal to do with his perfor- 
mance a3 Tory leader, Recently the 
Conservative parly chairman, Cecil 
Parkinson, has been at pains to dis- 
tance himsel( (rom Haguc's ill 
advised criticisms of the prime 
minister following the funeral of 
Diana. Parkinson's stance is in tune 
with a widespread Tory nıood of dis- 
content with Hague. But the whis- 
perings that already surround 
Hague's leadership are more than 
responses to his evident inexperi- 
ence. They show a party hopelessly 
divided about its fuluré in a head- 
long decline that it does not know 
how to stop. 

The Conservatives are rudderless 
not because they have chosen u 
weak leader, but because the social 
base of heir party has clisintegratecl 
and they lack any coherent political 
project. They cannot resolve the 
conflicts between Thatcherites ancl 
One Nation Tories that lel them into 
the abyss on election clay. 

This inlraclably spl party von- 
fronts û Government thitt ix bent on 
an hislorie realignmenl al he centre’ 
of British politics, Il aims 1a over 
cume the clivisions nung DIoRrUS 
sive parties antl politicians Lhat 
allowed the Tories 10 rule for nus 
of this cenlury, If il succeeds it will 
give Brilain's liberal majority a polii- 
ical dominance İt has not lıadl since 
before the first world wir. 

Haguc seems [ntcd to relive (le 
humiliations thn doggud John 
Mejor throughout his varcer as 
prime minister; but whereus Major's 
leadership was al times dignifiecl by 
a louch of tragedy, his silcvesyor's 
already has an alr of farce, The Tory 
leader lacks an instinctive (eel for 
the socicly (hat 18 years of Conserv- 
ative government his engendered, 
When Hague appearud al Ihe Note 
tng Hil festival sporting a Coconut 
drink, he hadl fhe carelree bul be- 
mused louk of a louis slrancledl in 
an unfamiliar land, 

Hague is at one wilh most of his 
party in his directionless bef flenenl. 
Conservatives toclay find (heniselves 
lost in a country that is foreign to 
them. They are casualties of a socinl 
revolution that they themselves eın- 
gineered but whose nature and 
consequences they have yet to un- 
derstand. The country that Hague 
imagines himself equippecl ta gov- 
ern has changed beyond recogni- 
tion from that which Margaret 
Thatcher inherited in 1979. Only 
Tories appear to find this surprising, 

Thatcher’ was possessed by a 
vision of a country whose institu- 
tions had been’ ruthlessly reshaped 
but whose character remained 
miraculously unaltered, Markets 
were injected into hospitals and unl- 
versities, council tenants were 
chivvied into buying their homes, 
public services were scorned as 
feckless repositories of unthinking 
compassion, and job insecurity was 
intensified for a host of occupations 
and professions. No corner of 
British life was left undisturbed. 

Despite all the social dislocations 
that ‘these policies produced, the 
Conservatives imagined Britain 
would still somehow be the place 
mocked in the postwar Ealing 
films, a nation of stoical conformists 


He agreed that the Government must now, through 
its actlona, prove that decentralisation does not 
mean break-up, The three in four Welsh votera 
who either sald No or didn’t bother turning up 
have to be persuaded that what's coming is not a 
slide toward nationalism. 

The first move will come later this year with the 
creation of the all-party commission promised in 
the white paper. Labour will gather with its allies 
from the Yes for Wales effort — Liberal 
Demacrata, Greens and nationalists — to draw up 
the rules and “wider culture” of the assembly, 
Chastened by the narrowness of their victory, they 
should dealgn a body free of the faults of which the 
No campaigners warned. They have to make sure 
it's not just a talking shop and that its costs will be 
met from savings made by cutting quangos. The 
acale of the victory in Scotland means that the 
Edinburgh bill will go through Parllament virtually 
on the nod. But the near-defeat in Wales will 
guarantee extra-vigilance, with anti-devolution 
MPs confident enough to subject the Welah 
legislation to lne-by-lne scrutiny. This is a healthy 
development; it will make the Cardiff assembly a 
better place. 

The larger question concerns the spread-out of 
power in England. A BBC/NOP poll last week 
found more than 80 per cent of Londoners ready 
to vote for an aasembly and a mayor for the capital, 
‘Tyneside is already mobillsing its own campaign 
for greater self-rule. They would probably follow 
Scotland — while the Midlands may share the 
divided sentiments of Walesa. The simple fact ia 
that not every part of Britain has the same desires 
and needs, One size does not fit all. And that, after 
all, ia why Britain needs decentralisation in the 
first place. 


Redefining the 
bounds of decency 


HE DOGS were muzzled, the guns silenced. 

Warring Britiah editors finally sat down 
together last week to discuss the ways in which the 
press can convince a sceptical public that this ime 
they really mean it. Little was decided, but the 
Code Committee of the Press Complaints 
Commission (PCC) did at leaat lsaue a construc- 
tive statement acknowledging that things had to 
change. Lord Wakeham, the commission's chair- 
man, ia drawing up some tough new guidelines 
which he was due to announce later this week, 

It is to be hoped that Lord Wakeham realises 
that he has it in hia power to do something his- 
toric. There ls a gradual acceptance among most 
sentient journalists that the culture of intrusion 
ploneered by Rupert Murdoch 30 or s0 years ago 
haa spread too far and too fast, Whatever the cven- 
tual conclusion about the last minutea of Princesa 
Diana's life there ia now a gullty acknowledgement 
that the medla had collectively edged beyond rea- 
sonable bounds, Celebrity stalking liad turned into 
a lucrative game with virtual victims who were 
expected to feel no pain. 

That culture surely ended with Princess Dlana’s 
death. The recent spate of declarations that 
paparazzl picturea will henceforth be shunned 
were a welcome public manifestation of the 
genuine soul-searching currently going on within 
newsrooms. But the public mood will not be satie- 
fled if leading players in the media feel they can 
atop at that, There needs to be an explicit accep- 
tance that privacy 1a a fundamental human right 
that will be respected by the media, in balance 
with other rights. And then there needs to be a 
swift statement of the ways in which the PCC will 
turn that acceptance Into a tougher, well-policed, 
Code of Practice, 

‘That is Lord Wakeham’s task, and he should be 
as ambitious as possible, He will never again have 
such a moment to clean up the preas's act No 
tabloid proprietor or editor is currently going to 
find much public support for a heroic defence of 
snooping, bugging or paying people to kiss and 
tell. He should slapiy state what limita he thinks 
reasonable in a civilised, liberal democracy. . 

Mr Murdoch will not like any of thla, but he 
must learn to live with it. William Shawcross’s not 
unfriendly biography of the News Internatonal 
chairman makes a telling point: “The constant 
salaclous invasions of privacy that his papers have 
practised, and which bave helped to finance [his] 
empire, are not easy to reconcile with the walls of 
privacy that he and Anna [his wife] erected around 
themselves and their family.” Mr Murdoch de- 
serves hija privacy.

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Poland turns 
the clock back 


HE surprise victory of the SoHdarity movement 

tn the Pollah elections has its roots in previous 
defeat. Four years ago, one-third of the electorate 
wag effectively disenfranchised because it voted 
for small warring parties which falled to gain a 
single seat. This time more than 30 diverse 
groups, banded together in the Solidarity Election 
Actlon (AWS), appear to have re-enfranchised the 
same proportion of the voters. Though the govern- 
ing Democratic Left Alliance (SLD) has done better 
than last time, it is not enough. On the face of it, 
Poland is entering a perlod of atable politics with 
clearly identifiable government and opposition: yet 
the real picture ls Hkely to prove rather lesa neat — 
aud perhaps less stable too. 

True, there is a sense of the familiar democratic 
revolving door. Some voters have siraply vented 
thelr discontent with current economic difflcultles 
on the party in power, reversing the decision taken 
four years ago. Opinion polls auggest that in dolng 
#0 they believe, somewhat inconsistently, that a 
change of government will not make much differ 
ence anyhow. But past history lıas alao been a 
complicating factor here as elsewhere in eastern 
Europe. Forelgn investors may have regarded the 
(ex-communiat) SLD as being more likely to main- 
tain stability than the (ex-populist) Solidarity 
alffance, but many other Poliah electors have voted 
as much for past memory as current reality. The 
lasue of collaborator with the secret police has 
been exploited too. 

The AWS, led by Marian Krzaklewski, aust now 
lnk up with the pro-reform Freedom Unton {UW) 
if it is to form an effective coalition. Though hoth 
parties have their origins in the sane place, that 
only illustrates the disparate nature of the former 
movement. The AWS may indeed find it easier to 
cohabit with the former communist president, 
Aleksander Kwasniewski, than with the former 
Solidarista of the UW. These endorse the new 
constitution that the AWS has threatened to over- 
throw because it doea not attach aufficient welght 
to the role of the Roman Catholic Church. The 
AWS's trade unlon constituency will alao be wary 
of the UW’s commitment to the faster privatisation 
of state-owned industry. The UW itself will look 
just as warily — and rightly s80 — at Mr 
Krzaklewski’s fer verıt commitment to “pro-family”" 
lasues, including opposition to laat year's reveraal 
by parliament of the post-communist ban on 
abortion. 

Statements from both patties on Monday did not 
promise an ¢eaay harmonrisalon of interests. The 
bizarre alternative of an AWS coaliton with the 
ultra-light Movement for Reconstructlon of Poland 
plua the old orthodox left Peasants’ Party was 
even being floated. This, in turn, might leave the 
UW and the SLD as potential partners for reform. 
‘The Polish electorate may soon be wondering what 
they have voted for unless the party leaders, 
across the spectrum, can quickly reassure them. 


Wales says 
Yes = but . .. 


0O N THE night it was Wales that produced the 
best political theatre. All the pre-vote build-up 
had concentrated on Scotland, with the proposed 
Cardiff assembly a bit of an also-ran. In the event, 
though, the Scottiah result lacked all suapense, 
while voters from Conwy to Caerphilly pulled off a 
great British political cliffhanger. Handfuls of votes 
separated the two aides, with the Noes ahead from 
the firat to the penultimate result, The very last 
district settled it, when the Welsh heartland of 
Carmarthenshire suddenly turned the entire night 
ou ita head — and delivered the alimmest of vie- 
tories for devolution. 
A winning margin of 0.6 per cent, and a turnout 
that just scraped 50 per cent, means that Wales 
haa whispered Yes — with a loud hint of Mayhe. 
The Government bas achieved a technical, rather 
than a moral, mandate for ita policy of Welsh self- 
rule. The knife-edge ambivalence of the Wales 
decislon will have a direct bearing not only on the 
new assembly, but on the larger dream of spread- 
Ing power throughout Britain. 
Tony Blair seemed to recognise this fact. He ac- 
cepted that he now has to reassure those who were 
scared by the prospect of Wales going its own way.

Opposition to ‘ragging’ at 
French colleges is growing, 
writes Vincent Hubé 


RANCES junior education 

minister, Ségolène Royal, is 

oni the war-path: she wants to 
put an end to the barbaric practice 
known as bizufage or “ragging" — 
an initiation ritual which looks more 
like bullying and is often imposed 
on firstyear students at several 
grandes écoles (prestigious universily- 
level colleges). 

"Freshers" are allowed only five 
hours’ sleep at night and 10 minutes 
for lunch. They are constantly 
taunted by second-year students, 
forced to do endless press-ups, and 
prevented from leaving the campus 
or making telephone calls without 
the permission of their seniora, 

“The worst thing was the physical 
and mental fatigue,” says Jéréme, 
who was put through the mill at a 
branch of the engineering college 
Ensam in the small Burgundian 
town of Cluny. The Cluny college, 
housed in a former Cistercian 
monastery and almost exclusively 
attended by boarders, has a reputa- 
tion for being particularly tough. 
“What was also hard to put up with 
was the lack of privacy. And you 
became obsessed with what you 
were going through.” 

His only escape was the sick bay, 
His room providerl no sanctuary, as 
the college adnıinistration had kindly 
supplied secondyear students with 
keysto newcomers" lodgings. 

Those who approve of bizutage 
argue thet it creates a bond of soli- 
darity among students, Jérûme calls 
it “brainwashing”, The historian 
Charles Day, in his book on engi- 
neering schools, Les Ecoles D'Arts 
Et Métiers (Belin, 1991), quotes 
from The Book Of Traditions, a kind 
of sacred] handbook for engineering

Burning in the bush 


E HANG in suspended 

animation of a heatwave 

that is so hot and airless 
that newly washed clothes are bone 
dry in 10 nıinutes. You can't go out of 
the house, which is arı oven after two 
days of more than 40C, because the 
direct sunlight is a killer. In southern 
Australia, we are at the epicentre of 
the ozone hole, and on cloudless 
days it wîll iry your skin and brains. 
You have been warned. 

The leaf litter in the bush is 
patato-chip crisp, the grass is 
bleached and dead. The eucalyptus 
have turned their leaves edge-on to 
the sun, reducing any hope of 
shade. The garden familiars — the 
wallaby and ber Joey, the echidna 
ancl the baby wombat — are miss- 
Ing, aud there is not a bird in the 
landscape. Not a call, not a song. 

We sit indoors bereft of all 
attempts at conversation because 
nothing surmounts the singularly- 
shared sentiment, “Gawd, it's hot". 

We watch the tennis on the tele- 
vision to be mesmerised and to con- 
centrate on someone who is even 
hatter than we are. Some of the 
playera have threatened to walk off 
or postpone matches becauae on 
centre court the thermometer is 
measuring 50C. They are wiping 
hands, faces, arms and rackets, and 
sitting between matches with ice 
packs on their necks. We feel they 
earn their money today. 

Every so often the fhwock of the 
match is interrupted by a Bushfire 
Update. About 10km from our 
forested enclave, fires are raging 
out of control. There are 22 fires 
throughout the state, Everywhere 
people are fighting for their property 
and, in some cases, for their ves. 

With each report we go through 
the mental itinerary that checks off 
our fire readinese. The firehose ie 
unfurled, the pump primed, The 
gutters have been cleaned, The 
paint ting, or anything vaguely com- 
bustible, have been hauled away 
from the house, We have heavy 
boats, jumpers, scarves and rakes at 

the ready should we find ourselves 
in the flight. The local radio station 
has turned itself into a bushfire 
broadcaster, 

Fire is part of the deal of living in 
the buah.

AUSSE NOIR, Larzac: The late 
summer heat seemed to have 
lulled every living thing into A stur 
por, and when the winds came they 
were galvanic. Over meadows car- 
peted with thousands of tremulous 
lilac colchicums a swirling crowd of 
choughs had gathered. We counted 
between 50 or 60, tumbling and 
yelping like a flock of giant black 
butterlies. None of us had seen so 
many chough together before, so 
obviously enjoying the wind in their 
wings. Later, we Iuncheci at the local 
buvette and watched the last crag 
martins sporting over the arıcient 
limestone farm buildings. They too 
seemed to be relishing the air's 
movement, and nothing except sheer 
effervescent play could explain what 
they were doing: queuing up by roof 
ridge, breasting the breeze, and then 
flying gently backwards on İt, 
That evening we were taken to 


watch the beavers that are re- 
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photographs, on the other hand, 
expose the everyday lives of his 
family in shocking, painfully candid 
detail.

Ii has been primed anl 
reprinted thousands of lines, IL ix 
embedded in the natiemal von 
sciousness. That an arliul wuld onc 
day use it was inevitable. 

Harvey's rendering of Hinrlley's 
image reflects 1s origins in halftone 
newspridl rupruclueliurs arl tligi- 
tisecl, pixelatuel images. The ınonu- 
menal sral dues tH necessarily’ 
tura Hindley inte an icon (not event 
a icon of vib.

No one is being 
forced to see these works. But for 
those with an interest in British art 
over the past decade, Sensation is 
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the last decade ùf British art woulkl 
probably have faltered long ago. 

As Marc Quinn's cıtst of lis uwp 
bead in bi> own rufrigeralnl blood 
darkéns with ake, i1 has begun lu ùs- 
sulte le quality of a relic, clraggecl 
up fIronı some sci-ii catacomtb, while 
Jane Simpson's strange, bovine 
piece of furniture, witlı its refriger- 
ated top, begins to look like the 18th 
century antique it apes. 

The strengths and weaknesses of 
Sensation can be summed up by two 
juxtapositions,. The show's strongest 
nıoment comes in the room contain- 
ing Rachel Whiteread's Glıost, her 
cast of the interior of a Victorian ter- 
race living room. This mute plaster 
cast looks absolutely stunning here. 
Having approached it, we turn, and 
find Richard Billingham's photos of 
fanıily life on the walls.

We are 
coerced into looking by all the dra- 
matic devices and hooks at the 
artists' disposal, And placed in a 
position where we have to deal with 
our own contradictory feelings of 
attraction and disgust. In this sense, 
we become engaged in the specta 
cle, and implicated in it. 

The unifying feature of much of 
the work is the friction between con- 
tent and forım, levity and serious- 
ness, vulnerability and aggression, 

Saatchi has bought some of the 
best work produced in this country 
over the past decade, but also some 
of the least important. His impor 
tance as a collector cannot be aver- 


becomes clear is that much of the 
work in Sensation is not as new as it 
looks. Rather than representing a 
ground-breaking shift away from 
High Modernist ambitions ancl 
goals, nuch of it belongs, seam- 
lessly, with the dlonıinant trends of 
20th century art. 

There are echoes here of Surreal- 
ism, with the existential, humanist 
trends in European sculpture of the 
thirties, forties and fifties, sirong 
links with Pop art and irreverent aj- 
propriations of ninimalist manntrs. 
That some uf {he work sirains to be 
transgressive, but ends up rhelori- 
cal and lacking in nıagic ur real 
shock, says sonmtething about the 
way in which we have become 
inured to extreme images. 

What the young British ariisis in 
Sensation share, apart fron Lhe 
patronage of Saaichi, and their cloy'- 
ingly overdocumented social tife, is 
harder {o define, More a question of 
attitude than of form. Much of the 
work is double-edgerl. [t deals with 
volatile, leavyweight issues while 
maintaining a calculated air of indif 
ferenc, There İs something suave 
about muclr of il, iu its heleroge- 
nous Amalgamation of devices and 
manners (hal have appeared in 
more extreme form elsewhere, 

This is especially apparent in 
Sensations newer painting: the 
work of Richard Patterson, for ex- 
ample, uwes much lo Averican Pot 
painters; James Rielly's small, pallid, 
faux-natf and slightly sinister figura- 
tions are redundant eclıoes of the 
Belgian Luc Tuymans. I cannot 
share Charles Saatchi's enthusilasnı 
for jenny Saville, whose images 
may be arresting but whose accom- 
plishments as a painter seen to me 
to be extremely limited. 

Jake and Dinos Chapman's 
morphed mannequins, with their 
hard bodies, their dead eyes and 
their polymorphous perversities, 
share something with the glossy 
sheen of Patterson's and Alain Mil 
Jer's paintings, Their air of indiffer- 
ence, set agalnst volatile subject 
matter, is the real cool in Cool 
Britannia.

Ofili's paintings, Jake and Dinos 
Chapman's sculptural tableaux and 
lhe works of Sarah Lucas are prime 
targets for vilification — for their 
content, their "ugliness" and their 
lack of moral recıitucle. 

Accusations of artistic iımmoralily 
lor, worse, amorality) anl aesthetic 
worthlesaness arc tiresome to re- 
fute: everyone ends up having to

Sensation is an overclue exhibi- 
tion.

WO natlonwide touring 

shows kicked off in 

Stratford this month, Both 
are of plays that offer star parta 
often played in romantle-herole 
style. Both, as lt happens, take a 
revisionist line, but whereas 
Gregory Doran's production of 
Cyrano De Bergerac in The Swan 
does a0 with great success, Ron 
Danlels’a Henry V in the Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre often goes 
against the textual grain. 

Antony Sher plays Edmond 
Rostand’s Cyrano, and you feel it 
was ah inevitable conjunction. 
Sher has always apeclalised in 
playing solitary outsiders. What 
he brings to the celebrated poetlc 

' gwordsman with the big conk la a 
distilled loneliness. Sher's 
Cyrano is isolated by his genius 
as a fighter and a writer and, de- 
gplte his love for Roxane, selzea 
upon the lfherty this endows. 

In the poignant words of De 
Gulche at the end of the play, 

. “He's one of those rare animals 
that bave opted to be free.” This 

' la what distingulshes Sher’s 

. Cyrano from recent occupanita of 
the role. He givea us a amall, 
fainlly bookish man who is 
. aware of hia own absurdity. He ia 
` sheepishly shy when he admits 
hia hidden paasion to Le Bret, 
and even atıımbles on the word 
, “loneliness” aa {fhe can’t quite 
` bear to pronounce It, 
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nihilism, and that unresolved 
conflict between love and cyni- 
ciam gives this baok a haunting, 
unsettling quality that Amis has 
never achieved before. 

4JI this is not to say that 
Night Traitı is an unadulterated 
auccess. [lt may be emotionally 
richer than Amis’s previous 
novels, but in terma of style and 
form it doesn't measure up. 
For a start, İta brevity docan't 
allow the themes the apace they 
require. Too often Amis uses 
shorthand images culled from 
filnıs ancl fiction, or riffs af 
rhetoric that haven't been tiecl 
in to expeticence.

F' YOU usually like Martin 

Amis’s books, you proliably 
won’t like Night Train, At the age 
of 24, with the publication of 
The Rachel Papers, Amis al- 
ready sounded jnded; by tlie 
time he was 35, with the publi- 
cation of Money, his voice was so 
world-wcary that nothing could 
come aa any kind of shock to 
him or to his readcera, He 
charted the descent of sex into 
pornography, of friendship into 
envy, of ambition into freed — 
all with emotionless ıplomb. 

With Night Train, Amis hans 
taken a ralher different clirec- 
Gon. This is not a strikingly’ 
clever’ book, and it isn't funny, It 
reals like the work of a muclı 
younger min than his ulhcr nov- 
uals, Unlike his other works, it 
aaks yeu nut to keep yout dis- 
lance, Dut (0 come close tuncl 
auffer with he nar 

The narrator in cues is 
Mike Houlihan, a policewoman 
in n generic Amcricun low, wi 
is working on an ockl cane: (he 
suicide of a Voung woınun cullecl 
Jennifer Rockwell. Mike knew 
Jennifer before her clouth, and 
knew her as ù young womel 
whose open smile, cul intelli- 
gence, sociul warmth and benuty’ 
marked her aut ax extraorcdlinar- 
lly hlessed. Antl no the disvovery 
of Jennifer in her prey’ tipart- 
ment, naked, with ber bruins 
blown out, strikes Hoolihan not 
just as a shock, but as an end- 
lessly troubling mystery. 

As Hoolihan attempts to lay 
that myatery to rest, Ania 
takes us down the paths of the 
traditional detective novel: the 
autopsy, the interviews with 
Jennifer's doctor, lover and 
friends in dingy bars and sınoky 
police cells. But the point of 
this detective story ls that there 
is no point; Jennifer didn't 
commit suicide for any of the 
comfortingly banal reasons that 
Hoolihan tries to ascribe to her 
— clinical depression, sexual 
imbroglios, work crises, money 
troubles. 

Hoofihan is really the heroine 
of this tale; the woman who 
works in a man's world and has 
a man’s name, but remaina tied 
into traditional feminine virtues 
— compassion, sincerity, that 
gort of thing. In her and irı 
Jennifer Rockwell, Amis turns a 
corner; for the first tme he has 
erented heroines who are de- 
fined not by their underwear and 
ihe size of their breasta, but by 
their work and relationships and 
human disappointments. 

What's more, thc two women 
have a connection even after 
death. Here we have the uaunl 
Amis pairing of an ugly, unlucky 
protagonist set against a benuli- 
ful, lucky one; the same pairing 
that we ace İn Success or The 
Information, But here it leads to 
empathy, not enmity, As 
Hoollhan hunts lhrough the false 
clues that Jennjfer leaves her, 
she atrugglecs to enter fully into 
her mirıd, anc Jejınifer’s ‘despair 
gradually becomes lier own. I ia 
impossible to averstate the dif: 
ferente {hat thîs current af.ordi- 
nary sympathy makes to Amis's 
imaginative world.

It is a pity that McEwan felt a 
need to serrate his plot to this blade- 
like acuteness, For a thicker story, 
which is McEwan's real interest, 
gets cut away in the process, ant is 
rather mocked by the narrative ex- 
citements. McEwan wants to exanı- 
ine how the irrational might 
undermine a mauıı's raionalisn; and 
how two people who supposedly 
love and know each other — Joe 
and Clarissa — can interpret the 
same experience quite differently, 
and quıite selfishly. 

Joe is a science wriler, a rationale 
ist wlıo is persuaded by the latest 
evolutionary bialugy. Clarissa is a 
lecturer in English, who finds J's 
rationalism ton neal and univocal, 
Once Joe is being stalkecl, McEwan 
puls a nuntber of paradoxes into 
play: it is Joe, lhe rationalisl, wlo 
lases caulrol; it is Clarissa, le eno:

meııtal breakdown, and that 

Joe's stalker might be a figment 
of his imagination, as Mr Golyad- 
kin's stalker might be his creatior 
in Dostoevsky's The Double, But 
this layer of ambiguity and sugges- 
tion is pushed aside by the sheer 
materiality of the plot. As soon as the 
stalker is sending hitıpen in lalex 
masks ta restaurants it becomes ina- 
possible to believe that Joc mighi be 
hallucinating. 

Dostoevsky’s supreme interest is 
consciousness. But McEwan's novel 
swerves from consciousness. and 
withers, [ike the genre to wich it is 
related, into a game of ways and 
means (guns, hostages, rescue). And 
more importantly perhaps, the plot- 
tighteıing steers the book away 
fronı aesthelic surprise: 

how cnn a language of 

real complexily coın- 
pete with all tlıis noise? 

In the end, this is one 

of those books that 

describes life-changing 
experiences and yet 
leaves the reader un- 
changed.

Swathes of fleahy-pink meadow

There seem to be more species 
of wildflowers in one square 
metre bere than you could find 
in the whole of some English 
counties.

splitting noise like a sonic
